WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Fo o d and Drug Administratio n 
say s that “ no t a single strand” 
o f lead Christmas tree tinsel 
sho uld 
be 
fo und 
o n 
sto re 
shelv es this Yule seaso n. 
“ It’s go ne. We hav e assur­ 
ances that no t o ne o unce will 
be so ld this y ear,” said Mal­ 
co lm “ Mac” J ensen, directo r o f 
FDA’s Bureau o f Pro duct Safe­ 
ty . 
Last Christmas the agency 
was accused o f agreeing secret­ 
ly with sev eral lead tinsel man­ 
ufacturers no t to publicize an 
understanding that pro ductio n 
wo uld sto p J an. 1, 197 2, but 


sales co u ld co n tin u e 
thro u gh 
the 1972 Christmas seaso n . 
Jen sen den ies it. 
“There was n ev er an y effo rt 
to hide it,” he said in an in ter­ 
v iew. “The decisio n was made 
in tern ally n o t to p u blicize it be­ 
cau se we feared that man y 
p eo p le 
p referrin g 
the 
lead 
v ariety wo u ld sto ckp ile it.” 


After the charges o f secret- 
dealin g su rfaced, Jen sen said, 
“We go t back to the in du stry 
an d said, ‘Yo u hav en ’t go t a sa­ 
leable p ro du ct an y mo re. Yo u 
might as well get o u t o f the 
lead bu sin ess.’” 


At the same time, he said, 
the FDA asked cu sto ms agen ts 
to freeze an y lead tin sel im­ 
p o rts. 
The FDA camp aign is based 
o n p ersu asio n o f man u factu rers 
an d imp o rters fo llo win g a co n ­ 
clu sio n by FDA in Au gu st 
1971 
that lead tin sel was an u n ­ 
n ecessary risk to children with 
sy mp to ms o f lead p o iso n in g. No 
abso lu te ban was imp o sed, Jen ­ 
sen said, fo r lack o f medical 
v erificatio n to declare lead 
icicles a “health hazard.” 


It is u p to the man u factu rer 
what will be u sed as a su bsti­ 


tute, the FDA said, so lo ng as 
it do esn’t co ntain lead. The 
tinsel makers pro bably will use 
what they hav e befo re, FDA 
said — aluminum o r flex ible 
plastic, aluminized to be shiny . 
Plant inspectio ns hav e sho wn 
that no lead tinsel is being 
made in the United States, J en­ 
sen said, and custo ms o fficials 
hav e no t repo rted any fo reign 
pro ducts arriv ing here. 


“We hav e assu ran ces in writ­ 
in g fro m all man u factu rers an d 
imp o rters that abso lu tely n o n e 
will be distribu ted this y ear,” 
he said.

“ The go v ernance o f higher 
educatio n is less and less by 
higher educatio n and also 
less and less fo r higher edu­ 
catio n. 
“ J ust as state budget ex ­ 
perts, legislativ e co mmittees, 
go v erno rs, ev en the co urts, be­ 
co me mo re inv o lv ed with the 
campus, so also will the 
campus, no t just as a who le 
thro ugh its president but o ften 
in so me o f its parts—student 
lo bbies and faculty unio ns, fo r 
ex am ple—beco me mo re in­ 
v o lv ed with public autho rity .” 
Kerr, chancello r o f the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Califo rnia at Berke­ 
ley fro m 1958 until he became 
chairman o f the Carnegie Co m­ 
missio n in 196 7 , singled o ut fiv e 
o ther basic fo rces which will 
change higher educatio n: 
—“ In the 
197 0s, enro ll­ 
ments will gro w by o ne-half; 
and in the 1980s, they will no t 
gro w at all.” As a result, he 
said, fewer new campuses 
will be created; fewer new 
buildings will be erected o n 
ex isting campuses; the phy s­ 
ical plant will age; budgets 
' will be harder to pro cure 
fro m the public; new hiring 
will go do wn, and the faculty 
* will age. 
—“ The United States Depart­ 
ment o f Labo r estimates that 
Only 20 per cent o f all jo bs in 
1980 will require mo re than a 
high scho o l educatio n, y et 50 
per cent o f the age gro up no w 
go es to co llege.” He said stu­ 
dent interests will beco me 
mo re v o latile as students seek

Warren Faber, District 2 , said he v o ted 
again st the lev y becau se it co n tain ed 
$52,000 
to p ay fo r the n ew n u rsin g ho me. Vern o n Git- 
tleso n , District 2 , the o ther “n o ” v o ter, did n o t 
state his o bjectio n to the tax lev y . 
An ticip ated receip ts fo r 
197 3 are $2.1 mil­ 
lio n an d p ro jected ex p en ditu res are $2 .2 mil­ 
lio n . The p ro p erty tax es to be u sed to fin an ce 
co u n ty go v ern men t fo r 
197 2 are $1.26 millio n 
an d fo r 197 3 are do wn to 
$1.24 millio n . 
Dean Hamilto n , certified p u blic acco u n t­ 
an t, Lin dgren , Hamilto n an d Callahan , to day 
said the ap p ro p riated ex p en ditu res are p ro b­ 
ably $100,000 o v erstated an d p redicted the 
197 3 bu dget wo u ld en d u p bein g balan ced.

This ap p ro ach wo u ld 
hav e the effect o f mergin g the 
two serv ices in the sen se o f 
jo in t o wn ership . 
3. A fire p ro tectio n district 
may co n tract fo r fire p ro tectio n 
to be fu rn ished by o r to a 
m u n icip ality . Co n v ersely , a 
mu n icip ality may co n tract'fo r 


fire p ro tectio n to be fu rn ished 
by o r to a fire p ro tectio n dis­ 
trict. Un der this p lan , o n e o f the 
agen cies in effect is merged 
with the o ther. On e o f the agen ­ 
cies go es o u t o f bu sin ess. 
Walder u rged the co n sidera­ 
tio n o f sev eral p ro p o sals after a 
merger in o n e fo rm o r an o ther 
has been fin alized.

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Behind congressional 
Republican .setback 


In the proliferating post mortems 
of last Tuesday’s happening, many 
theories are being advanced for the 
paradox of President Nixon’s stun­ 
ning victory and the setback suf­ 
fered by the Republican Party. The 
Democrats are seeing it as proof 
that Mr. Nixon did not succeed in 
welding a new Republican majority. 
Some observers argue that the oper­ 
ative factor was the “ penance vote” 
among Democrats atoning for the 
desertion of their standard bearer. 
To an extent this may be true. 
But it doesn’t explain the defeat of 
Republicans in normally Republican 
areas. In point of fact, two reasons 
for the showing made by House and 
Senate Republicans are far more re­ 
sponsible for the final results than 
any so far advanced. 
To begin with, the major motive 
power for Democratic victories in 
recent years has been Big Labor. In 
1968, a tremendous push by the AFL- 
CIO and the independent unions, 
plus an infusion of well over $60 mil­ 
lion in labor funds, nearly put Hu­ 
bert Humphrey over the top. In the 
past election, however, most of Big 
Labor sat out the Presidential race. 
Therefore, its resources in manpow­ 
er and money all went to Democrat­ 
ic House and Senate candidates. A 
Republican Congress, Big Labor re­ 
alized, would take a stronger posi­ 
tion against union excesses than one 
organized by the Democrats. 
A second reason is the GOP’s 
failure to work effectively for the 
election of its own congressional 
candidates. For it’s an old story that 
the party’s officialdom has consist­ 
ently refused to realize that it will 
not win elections if it begins to cam­ 
paign after its national convention. 
A last minute push just doesn’t 
work. 
After every election, the heads of 
the GOP’s elective machinery get 
together and vow that they will be­ 
gin working for their biennial effort 
immediately. They will pick out 
young and attractive candidates and 
give them the necessary build-up 
and “ recognition factor.” They will 
continue to build on precinct organi­ 
zation. That’s the way elections are 
won. 
But once these brave decisions 
are made, they are quickly forgot­ 
ten. The Republican Party goes to 


sleep until it’s time to nominate can­ 
didates. And it forgets one other and 
vital chore, to keep the Republican 
image alive and to counter the well- 
organized efforts of the Democrats 
and their press allies to give the par­ 
ty a bad look. 
Ironically, one of the few people 
in the Republican Party who is 
aware of this is President Nixon. 
During his tenure as Vice President 
and in his days as the party’s leading 
campaigner, Mr. Nixon pressed 
GOP councils to think ahead, to de­ 
velop young and attractive political 
personalities well in advance of 
elections, and to keep the Republi­ 
can image bright. In 1970, for exam­ 
ple, he ordered several of his assist­ 
ants to embark on a number of pro­ 
grams which would have paid off 
handsomely had they been carried 
out. 
But as President of the United 
States, Mr. Nixon had more on his 
mind than the nuts and bolts of par­ 
ty organization. When those assist­ 
ants simply ignored his orders, for 
reasons best known to them, the 
President was too busy with the 
problems of governance to know— 
and good care was taken to prevent 
those who might have reminded him 
from any access to the Presidential 
ear. 
Perhaps in the reorganization of 
White House staff that Mr. Nixon is 
planning, those who obstructed him 
will find themselves on the outside 
looking in. Yet if history repeats, if 
nothing is done, it can spell disaster 
for the Republican Party in 1976. Its 
candidate then will not be an incum­ 
bent facing a Democrat repudiated 
by his own party. The Republican 
nominee will need the coattails of 
House and Senate candidates—coat­ 
tails which must be tailored in the 
1974 biennial elections. 
The fault, of course, does not re­ 
side solely in the White House. The 
House Republican Campaign Com­ 
mittee and its Senate counterpart 
have been weak and lazy. They need 
new and dynamic leadership, work­ 
ing on a year-around basis. But the 
system being what it is, they will not 
get that leadership without a mighty 
prod from the President. Mr. Nixon 
will have to give that prod if the Re­ 
publican Party is to profit from his 
unprecedented landslide. 


Err by assumptions 


Answer true or false to the fol­ 
lowing: 
The labor-liberal-minorities coali­ 
tion put together by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 1932 was so overwhelm­ 
ing and unshakable that the Repub­ 
lican party was relegated hence­ 
forth to permanent also-ran status. 
After losing the California guber­ 
natorial race in 1962, Richard Nixon 
was washed up in politics. 
The 1964 Goldwater debacle de­ 
flated conservatism as a significant 
political force. 
On the basis of his strong showing 
in the 1968 presidential and 1970 con­ 
gressional campaigns, Edmund 
Muskie had the 1972 Democratic 
presidential nomination sewed up. 
Lyndon Johnson’s 1968 decision to 
bow out only four years after his 
landslide signaled the end of the two- 
term presidency, the pressures and 
perils of the office had become such 
that no incumbent would care to try 
again, or make it if he did. 
It is an old American post-elec- 
tion habit to make sweeping as­ 
sumptions on the shape of the politi­ 
cal future. Like ancient Romans 
studying entrails, we scrutinize and 
analyze the balloting results, seek­ 
ing definite readings on the course of 
the body politic and individual politi­ 
cal fates.^ 
„ 
v 
History has a way of tripping us 


up, however. And frequently in the 
very short term. Occasionally a par­ 
ty does go the way of the Whigs, an 
Alf Landon is so thoroughly buried 
as never to surface again on the na­ 
tional scene, a divisive issue such as 
Prohibition is decisively settled. 
But the general rule in American 
politics is persistence and gradual, 
pragmatic change—for parties, 
ideas and personalities. 
Elections are rarely as decisive 
as they are made to appear in cam­ 
paign oratory and in immediate 
post-election analyses. Assumptions 
as to courses and fates often and 
rapidly turn out to be completely 
off base or only partially accurate. 
A very great deal can happen to 
change or discredit the assumptions 
of four, or two, years ago, as this 
presidential election has again dem­ 
onstrated. 
The long view of the American 
political experience, thus calls for 
caution in answering true or false to 
any or all of the following: 
The labor-liberal-minorities coa­ 
lition is irrevocably dissolved. 
The South has solidly switched to 
a new allegiance. 
Youth power has fizzled as a sig­ 
nificant political force. 
Anyone is washed up politically. 
Anyone has anything sewed1 up 
for 1976.

Behind the scenes, the Shah of 
Iran, Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, is 
making it rough on President Nixon 
in the matter of world oil. 
The Shah’s vast domain—larger 
than Alaska, nearly as large as all of 
America east of the Mississippi—is 
the strongest power in the Persian 
Gulf area, the closest ally of the 
United States, the recipient of most 
American aid and the only Persian 
Gulf neighbor of the Soviet Union. 
To President Nixon the Shah has 
been a question mark; now he is an 
exclamation point. 
The Western oil companies have 
agreed to sell to four Persian Gulf 
countries a 25 per cent interest in 
their Middle East oil production and 
nine concessions in the gulf area. 
All four—Abu Dhabi, Kuwait, Qa­ 
tar, Saudi Arabia—are Arab sheik­ 
doms or countries. Iran is non-Arab. 
But the Shah, like the sheiks, is 
walking on money. 
The price? One billion dollars— 
$500 million in installments to begin 
January 1. The prospects? This 
could earn the four governments 
many times $500 million each year. 
It was shotgun wedding. 
With Iran and Iraq these coun­ 
tries contain nearly 60 per cent of the 


world’s presently proven oil re­ 
serves. The output could reach 40 
million barrels a day, which is more 
than half the total oil demand in the 
entire non-communist world. 
Iran itself is the world’s fourth 
largest oil producer and the pro­ 
spective leading Persin Gulf produc­ 
er. It has five major oil shipping 
ports, including the new, marvelous­ 
ly modern $92 million Kharg Island 
loading station. 


In Iran, which is derived from 
Aryan and for so long was known as 
Persia, the Shah is known as the 
Shahanshah. Cyrus the Great, who 
died in 528 B.C., founded the Persian 
Empire 2,500 years ago and is buried 
in a simple, forlorn stone tomb on 
the windswept plains at Pasarga- 
dae, his ancient capital—a forbid­ 
ding, gray countryside where noth­ 
ing grows in the powdery, baked 
earth. 


The Shah held there in October, 
1971, a lavish festival marking the 
2,500th anniversary of the Persian 
Empire. Vice President Spiro Ag- 
new attended, and the Shah secretly 
told Mr. Agnew that he is deter­ 
mined to play a leading role in Per­ 
sian Gulf affairs even if the Arab 
countries oppose him. But the Shah 
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I'm glad Bob Haldeman let you see me, even if it was 
a brief visit, King Tima hoe!" 


Nixon's campaign

WASHINGTON (N EA )- It is a 
strange thing to say, but it is true: 
President Nixon’s last campaign 
was his best not simply because he 
smashed a whole host of records and 
came up a big winner, but because 
he campaigned so little. 
The elemental fact is that the 
President is free now of doing some­ 
thing that he never in his life has 
really enjoyed. Says a good friend : 
“ He hates to campaign, and he 
always has. Oh, he would go out 
there and do a lot of things he 
thought he had to, or was told by his 
people he should do. But he didn’t 
have any zest for it.” 
1 reminded this source that in 
1945, at a background session with 
the late New York Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey, twice a presidential nomi­ 
nee, 1 had heard the governor force­ 
fully express his distaste for the la­ 
bors of the campaign trail. The 
President ’s friend agreed there is a 
strong parallel between the two men 
in this regard. He added: 
I know, as a matter of fact, that 
Dewey and Nixon once commiserat­ 
ed with each other on this score.” 
In observations I set down in col­ 
umns during the 1968 campaign, I 
noted one of the great ironies of Mr. 
Nixon’s life. He chose for a career a 
field of endeavor for which in a cru­ 
cial way he is seriously ill-suited. At 
root, politics for the politician is a 
thing of human relationships, and 
Mr. Nixon has never mastered the 
art of easy human contact. 
So that part of it has indeed al­ 
ways been for him a matter of forced 
labor. It accounts for much of the 
observable stiffness in his public 
manner, and the seeming artificiali­ 
ty of his attempts to be the jovial 
good fellow. It is without question a 
key ingredient in the oft-heard re­ 
sponse of people who say: “ I don’t 
know just what it is, but there’s 
something about Nixon that I don’t 
like.” 


Nothing I have ever heard from 
people around the President over the 
years suggests he has any illusions 
about all this. He understands well 
his difficulties, and his natural ten­ 
dency to shrink from wide human 
contacts. In this sense, he is one of 
the most complete loners ever to en­ 
gage in national politics. 
In this sense, too, he has never 
been a good politician and in spite of 
the legend of his mastery. How could 
it be otherwise when he was consist­ 
ently drawn back from the real hu­ 
man engagement which is the cen­ 
tral arena of politics played at its 
fullest? 
Mr. Nixon’s interest in politics is, 
of course, fundamentally a driving 
ambition to achieve its rewards in 
the attainment and exercise of polit­ 
ical power. Beyond that, he has 
some interest, too, in what might be 
termed its chessboard aspects. He 
enjoys the abstractions of tactics 
and strategy. Anyone who has ever 
talked to him about it knows, for in­ 
stance, that he has very definite 
ideas about things like “ timing” in 
particular campaign battles. 
Yet that about says it. The inside 
evidence is that he holds himself 
strictly aloof from political in-fight­ 
ing of the sort that goes on in any 
politician’s own camp. He seldom if 
ever steps in, but just watches the 
struggle, and works with the emerg­ 
ent winner. 
But look at the open record: He 
has since 1946 run four times for of­ 
fice in his own California, and five 
times on the national ticket (three as 
presidential nominee). In addition, 
in file campaigns he worked nation­ 
wide to help his party’s candidates 
when he was not running. 
It stands as an incredible display 
and it built a myth. Still, the myth 
should end now. The President is 
truly relieved that he could play 
President this time, and at long last 
end a labor he so dislikes.

is caught in a strategic nutcracker. 
His nation borders on Iraq, Paki­ 
stan, Turkey and the U.S.S.R. Its So­ 
viet border is more than 1,000 miles 
long. The Trans-Iranian railroad has 
4,100 bridges and 54 miles of tunnels. 
These mean easy crippling by an 
enemy. Its airports at the capital, 
Teheran, and at Isfahan, Shiraz and 
Abadan are totally vulnerable. 


To appease his relations with the 
Soviet the Shah directed his govern­ 
ment’s Iran National Oil Company 
to make a $40 million contract with 
Techno-Export, a Soviet firm, to de­ 
velop and exploit an oil held in 
southern Iran. He gave the U.S.S.R. 
a contract to build Iran’s first steel 
mill near Isfahan. He has authorized 
the purchase of Soviet aircraft, mili­ 
tary equipment, etc. 


All this is highly relevant to our 
future. For Britain’s influence in 
maintaining stability in the Middle 
East and Persian Gulf has all but 
vanished. The British have aban­ 
doned states and rulers that Britain 
established and long supported. And 
the Shah does not want a superpow­ 
er, either the U.S.S.R or the United 
States, to fill the vacuum left by 
Britain’s departure. 
So the Shah is now talking tough 


to President Nixon and the Kremlin 
alike. 
The President, in turn, has pri­ 
vately reminded the Shah of the Per­ 
sian Gulf aspirations the Shah ex­ 
pressed to Mr. Agnew at Pasarga- 
dae. He stated that the gulf states 
themselves must maintain the high­ 
ly explosive security of the Persian 
Gulf. Or, the President said, if such 
an arrangement is not feasible, Iran 
must be prepared to take on this re? 
sponsibility alone. 
^ 
The President also suggested thé 
possibility of an Iran-Saudi Arabian 
agreement guaranteeing the protec­ 
tion of their mutual interests. But 
the Shah’s determination to play a 
major role in the Persian Gulf con­ 
flicts with the Arab interests. 
Actually, neither President Nix­ 
on nor the Kremlin really wants 
complete U.S.-U.S.S.R. disengage­ 
ment. Each superpower fears the 
other too much and both fear the 
vacuum. 
Accordingly, it is now evident to 
President Nixon that the Persian 
Gulf may well become the next area 
of U.S.-Soviet conflict, surpassing in 
strategic importance their Arab-Is- 
raeli involvement, and pivoting on 
Iran.

Freeze on tuition 


An idea being adopted by a num­ 
ber of colleges and universities 
around the country promises some 
relief to students—and their par­ 
ents—from soaring tuition costs. 
Entering freshmen are given a 
guarantee that their tuitions will not 
increase during their four years of 
study. 
With tuitions rising by as much as 
10 per cent annually at some schools 
in recent years, it is estimated that a 
student could save in the neighbor­ 
hood of $1,000 during his or her col­ 
lege career, depending upon the ini­ 
tial tuition. 
Officials cite two major advan­ 
tages of guaranteed or fixed tuition: 
It should lead to an increase in the 
number of freshmen entering a 
school, and a decrease in the num­ 
ber of upperclassmen transferring 


to other schools before they get their 
degrees. Any losses due to continu­ 
ing inflation would, it is hoped, be 
offset by the increased student re­ 
tention rate. 
Officials of private schools‘also 
believe that more parents would be 
willing to send their children to pri­ 
vate colleges or universities if they 
knew what the exact cost would be 
and could plan accordingly. 
At least one college will adopt a 
five-year guaranteed tuition plan in 
the fall of 1973, citing an additional 
advantage. 
Since more and more students 
seem to want to take a hiatus in their 
college experience to work or travel 
or study abroad, the five-year plan 
will enable them to do this, and will 
encourage them to return to the 
school to complete their educations.

Balks at campaign 
finance disclosure 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Re­ 
publican committee that chan­ 
neled $100,000 into President 
Nixon’s re-election campaign 
says it does not have to make 
known the sources of its funds 
despite a new federal law re­ 
quiring disclosure of all over- 
1100 contributors. 
Auditors for the General Ac­ 
counting Office say the position 
of the Executive Club of the 
Republican party of New Je r ­ 
sey, if upheld in the courts, 
could open a major loophole in 
the elections law which took ef­ 
fect last April 7. 
The club contends its money 
came from dues and that dues 
are not 
contributions. 
GAO 
auditors say there could be a 
proliferation of such clubs to 
evade the full disclosure provi­ 
sions of the new law. 
The auditors say they will 
press the club for disclosure, 
possibly launching a field audit 
in the next few weeks and then 
turning their findings over to 
the Justice Department if the 
club remains adamant. 
The name of the Executive 
Club first emerged in October 
in reports by national and 
state-level Finance Committees 
to Re-elect the President. In 
all, the club reported contrib­ 
uting $3,000 to each of 33 Nixon 
committees and $1,000 to a 
34th. 
Newsmen 
seeking 
identi­ 
fication of the individual con­ 
tributors could find no record 
of the club having registered 
with the GAO nor of its having 
filed 
any 
reports 
of 
ex­ 
penditures or contributions. 
The new law requires that 
any committee which antici­ 
pates collecting or spending 
more than $1,000 for a national 
candidate in any calendar year 
must register with the GAO. It 
also must file periodic reports 
of all contributions and ex­ 
penditures of more than $100 
and must show how much cash 
was on hand at the time of 
each filing. 
After news stories appeared 
about the committee, its chair­ 
man, William B. Colsey III, a 
Mount Holly, N .J., attorney, 
filed a registration statement 
and reports for Sept. 10 and for 
the 15th and 5th days before the 
Nov. 7 election, the deadlines 


set by the law. 
But Colsey, in a separate let­ 
ter to the GAO and in com­ 
ments affixed to each report, 
said the club was formed “on a 
local basis.” 
The club’s 15th day pre-elec­ 
tion report—dated Nov. 7, the 
day of the election—listed all 
the $3,000 contributions to Nix­ 
on committees, but it omitted 
the names of individuals who 
contributed to the club. 
Colsey, who could not be 
reached for comment, told the 
GAO that the club’s funds came 
from $1,000 dues charged each 
member. He said dues do not 
fall within the law’s definition 
of contributions. 
But GAO auditors say that 
the minute the club began con­ 
tributing to the presidential 
election, it became a national 
political committee under the 
act.

The Doctor Says:

Dear Dr. Lamb— Is it true 
that white flour, though en­ 
riched, contains but few of the 
vitamins and minerals present 
in whole wheat flour? Exactly 
how much difference in nutri­ 
tional value is there between 
white enriched and whole 
wheat flour? 
Dear Reader— There is not 
much difference. The white 
flour loses vitamins and natural 
elements in the milling process 
and for this reason it is en­ 
riched. The law requires this 
enrichment to bring it up to 
standards very nearly 
that 
found in whole wheat. Periodi­ 
cally the amounts are changed. 
The values for the principal vi­ 
tamins and iron found in 3 ^ 
ounces of the two flours a re: 
Whole wheat— Thiamine, .55 
milligrams; riboflavin, .12 mil­ 
ligram s; niacin, 4.3 m illi­ 
grams; rion, 3.3 milligrams. 
Enriched flour— Thiamine, 
.44 milligrams; riboflavin, .26 
milligrams; niacin, 3.5 milli­ 
grams; iron, 2.9 milligrams. 
These differences 
between 
the two in these three vitamins 
are not really significant. I 
should add that whole wheat 
flour probably contains more 
vitamin E, but there is a great 
deal of vitamin E in all of the 
other food substances we eat 
anyway. The whole wheat flour 
also contains nearly one-third 
more protein and 
twice as 
much fat as the enriched flour, 
but the principal food ingredi­ 
ent is carbohydrates. Both pro­ 
ducts are low in fat and rela­ 
tively low in protein. These val­ 
ues are from the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture Handbook. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— I read your 
article about epileptics. I am 
one myself. I am very lucky to 
have only about one seizure a 


year. I am married to a won­ 
derful man and have three 
healthy children and none of 
them have it. I only have to take 
medicine once or twice a week. 
My mother says that I ha ve 
brought a disgrace to he r be ­ 
cause of this disease. I fe e l 
guilty about having it, but I 
can’t help it. Please te ll me 
what to do about my mothe r 
feeling this way. I am sorry I 
cannot sign my name. I ha ve a 
very normal life and drive and 
do anything I want to do. 


Dear Reader— Your mother 
has acted in a most unmotherly 
way. Her prejudice is a result of 
her ignorance. In adopting this 
attitude she has caused you to 
have an unnecessary guilt re ­ 
action and made it more diffi­ 
cult for you to adjust and have a 
normal, happy life. I am glad to 
see that you have been relative­ 
ly successful in spite of her e f­ 
forts. 


Everybody has to develop tol­ 
erances for other people’s 
shortcomings. This includes 
members of one’s family. In 
this case it is your mother’s 
shortcomings and the best thing 
I could advise you to do is just 
to learn to recognized that this 
is your m other’s problem, 
based on her own ignorance. 
Once you learn to accept the 
fact that she has a problem, you 
can be more tolerant of her 
misguided treatment of you. 
The other course of action 
would be to try to help educate 
her with literature so that she 
can learn to accept epilepsy as 
simply another disease such as 
diabetes. I wonder if she would 
feel that you had brought a dis­ 
grace to her if you had been a 
diabetic. There really is no dif­ 
ference.

Would loosen rules 
on marijuana use

FONTANA, Wis. (AP) 
The 
“simple use and possesMbh of 
marijuana” would be legalized 
and 
“crimes against sexual 
morality” would be abolished 
under recommendations made 
by the Citizens Study Com­ 
mittee on Judicial Organization 
during the weekend. 
The task force appointed by 
Gov. Patrick Lucey ended a 
two-day meeting Saturday after 
approving the proposals which 
had been drafted by its sub­ 
stantive and procedural law 
subcommittee. 
“Some 24 million Americans 
have tried marijuana,” the sub­ 
committee said in its report. 
"This widespread disregard of 
the law has produced a situ­ 
ation with respect to marijuana 
analogous to that with respect 
lo alcohol during the Prohibi­ 
tion era.” 
The subcommittee did not 
condone the use of marijuana 
and urged the state to maintain 
control of its sale by estab- 


Milwaukee attorney Robert 
Harland, chairman of the sub­ 
committee, and Howard Packer 
of Racine, vice president of S. 
C. Johnson and Son Inc., vigo­ 
rously opposed the two recom­ 
mendations. 
Both contended that the mari­ 
juana and sex matters had 
nothing to do with court re­ 
form, judicial salaries and elec­ 
tions -which the task force had 
been assigned to probe. 
“It’s an outrage to come here 
and discuss reforms relating to 
our state court system and then 
(o go ahead and legalize adul­ 
tery,” Packard said. 
The task force also endorsed 
subcommittee proposals tha t 
the public drunkenness la w be 
repealed 
and 
alcoholics 
be 
treated as sick people, a nd tha t 
noncommerical gambling be le ­ 
galized.

Rolle d pork 
loin tre a t

A rolled loin of pork makes an 
attractive main meat course 
for a large family or when 
entertaining. Since it primarily 
is all meat, it goes a long way 
and with meat prices higher 
these days that is important. 
For a special taste treat use a 
jelly glaze with the pork. This 
includes crabapple jelly and 
brown mustard. Leftover pork 
makes good sandwiches or goes 
well in a casserole. Serve with 
small potatoes, 
creamed 
onions and red cabbage or 
sauerkraut. 
PORK LOIN WITH JE L L Y 
GLAZE 
1 boneless rolled pork loin 
(about 4 pounds) 
Salt, pepper 
t cup crabapple jelly 
2 tablespoons wine vinegar 
11 cup prepared brown mustard 
1 < teaspoon onion salt 
Place pork loin on a rack in 
an open shallow roasting pan. 
Insert a meat thermometer so 
that tip is in center of meat. 
Roast uncovered in a 325- 
degree oven for 1% hours. 
Meanwhile, combine jelly, 
vinegar, mustard and onion salt 
in a small saucepan. Cook over 
low heat, stirring, until jelly 
melts. Remove meat from oven 
and baste generously with jelly 
mixture. Return to oven and 
continue 
roasting 
for 
30 
minutes or until thermometer 
reaches 170 degrees, basting 
occasionally with remaining 
jelly glaze. Be sure to cook pork 
thoroughly. Serves 10 to 12.

SAN DIEGO (AP) - The

Both reactions grew louder 
last year when Warfield helped 
the Dolphins into the Super 
Bowl and Cleveland’s draft 
choice, 
quarterback

Phipps, didn’t play often or 
well. 
But Brown Coach Nick Skor- 
ich isn’t groaning today. 
“I think it was one of the 
greatest trades the Browns 
have ever made,” he said Mon­ 
day night after Phipps’ 38-yard 
touchdown pass to Frank Pitts 
with 41 seconds to play gave 
the Browns a 21-17 victory over 
the San Diego Chargers. It kept 
the Browns’ National Football 
League playoff hopes alive. 
‘‘We had to give up a super 
receiver but we got a great 
young quarterback in Phipps,” 
Skorich said. ‘‘He’ll play 15-18 
years.” 
The victory, before 54,202 and 
a national television audience, 
was the Browns’ fourth straight 
and gave them a 6-3 record, 
one game behind Pittsburgh in 
the American Conference Cen­ 
tral Division. They meet the 
Steelers twice in the next four 
weeks. 
The Chargers, 2-6-1, dropped 
their fifth straight game after 


taking the lead with 1:21 to 
play on Mike Garrett’s three- 
yard run. 
Phipps, who spent his first 
two NFL seasons on the bench 
behind veteran Bill Nelsen, said 
he had planned to set up a 
game-tying field goal when the 
call for a long pass came in 
from the bench. 
“It’s hard to score in less 
than a minute,” he said. “You 
have to think ‘field goal’ in a 
situation like that.” 
On the winning play, Phipps 
said, “I thought the pass was a 
little bit out of his (Pitts’) 
reach.” 
The veteran Pitts had a 
wrenched back and said he 
hadn’t expected to play. But be­ 
sides the final pass, he caught 
four others and also got the 
Browns moving late in the first 
half with a 13-yard run on a 
flanker reverse.

Perrin top Big 10 offensive player 


CHICAGO (AP)— Lonnie Perrin, a sophomore from 
Washington, D.C., who set a conference average yards 
per play record in Illinois’ 37-20 victory over Indiana Sat­ 
urday, was named the Big Ten’s player of the week on of­ 
fense by the Associated Press. 
Perrin had a per-play average of 16.85 yards, eclips­ 
ing the former Big Ten mark of 16.84 set by Iowa’s Ed Po- 
dolak in 1968.

12 times for 143 yards. He also completed the only two 
passes he threw for 51 and 43 yards and caught three pass­ 
es for 35 yards. 
Perrin had a 78-yard run called back because of a pen­ 
alty and also was the key on a razzle-dazzle kickoff play. 
Perrin took the kickoff and ran some 10 yards before lat- 
eraling the ball to George Uremovich who sped for a 
touchdown on a play covering 97 yards. 
Otis Armstrong, who won the honor twice this season, 
received strong consideration as he ran back the opening 
kickoff 89 yards for a touchdown to launch Purdue’s 27-6 
victory over Wisconsin. 
Armstrong also carried 19 times for 169 yards, includ­ 
ing touchdown runs of 59 and 15 yards. 
Others nominated were fullback John King of Minne­ 
sota and placekicker Dirk Krijt of Michigan State. 
King led Minnesota to a 35-29 victory over Northwest- 
ernb. The junior fullback had 188 yards rushing including 
two touchdowns and a two-point conversion, while Krijt, 
an import from the Netherlands, booted four field goals 
and an extra point in Michigan State’s 19-12 upset of Ohio 
State. 


Rodgers' probation 
dims Heisman shot? 


By ROBERT MOORE 
Associated Press Sports Writer 
KANSAS CITY (A P )- Ne­ 
braska Coach Bob Devaney 
said Monday he doesn’t think 
Johnny Rodgers’ brushes with 
the law should have anything to 
do with the Cornhusker football 
star’s consideration for the 
Heisman Trophy. 
“Johnny should certainly win 
the Heisman Trophy,” said De­ 
vaney. “I can’t see how any 
problems he had over two years 
ago should affect him for the 
Heisman.” 
Rodgers, a receiver and kick 
re turn specialist, pleaded guil­ 
ty in 1 9 7 1 to a felony charge 
growing out of a gas-station 
holdup. He was placed on pro­ 
ba tion for two years. 
Ea rly this year, Rodgers was 
a rre ste d on suspicion of posses­ 
sion of marijuana. The charge 
was droppe d. Rodgers was con- 


victed last month of operating a 
motor vehicle while his driver’s 
license was revoked. 
Devaney, talking by tele­ 
phone from Lincoln, Neb., dur­ 
ing a Big Eight Conference 
briefing session, said if the 
Heisman Trophy “is to be a 
character award, they ought to 
list it as such. 
“I certainly don’t think any­ 
thing that has happened to 
Johnny since then (the larceny 
conviction), like driving with a 
suspended driver’s license, 
should keep him from winning 
the trophy. 
“Johnny has played excellent 
football. He continues to amaze 
me with the things he does on 
the football field.” 
Generally, the other Big 
Eight football coaches agreed 
with Devaney. 
- Vince Gibson, the Kansas 
State coach, was one of them. 


Asktni if a player’s off-the-field 
activities should be a factor, 
Gibson replied: 


“If you’re asking me if John­ 
ny Rodgers is the best football 
player in America, the answer 
is yes. If he’s the best player in 
America, he should get the 
Heisman Trophy.” 


Coaches Chuck Fairbanks of 
Oklahoma and Don Fambrough 
of Kansas also indicated the 
award should be based solely on 
a player’s football ability. 
“I’m not qualified to know 
what Johnny’s been doing off 
the field,” Fairbanks said. “I 
think the award is supposed to 
go to the best football player.” 
Fairbanks did not elaborate, 
probably because one of his 
own players, halfback Greg 
Pruitt, is regarded as a prime 
candidate since he finished 
third in last year’s voting.

Harry Arkin, a Denver attor­ 
ney repesenting the Colorado 
citizens group, said that the vo­ 
ters were misled by the propos­ 
al on the ballot. 


Arkin has already obtained a 
temporary court order pre­ 
venting Denver from officially 
notifying the IOC that it has re­ 
jected the Games.

Seat belts: oft-neglected life savers

Some erroneou sly believ e that seat belts 
cau se fatalities by keeping people from being 
r thrown free of a crash. The Cornell Aeronau t­ 
ical Laboratory ’s accident research branch 
recently stu died more than 14,000 docu ment- 
,ed crashes and conclu ded that y ou r chances 
of being killed are 30 times greater when y ou 
. are ejected than when y ou remain secu red in­ 
side the v ehicle. This same scientific su rv ey , 
. reported in the October 1972 edition of the Na- 
* tional Safety Cou ncil’s “Traffic Safety ’’ mag- 
; 
azine, conclu ded from in-depth stu dies that 
7 failu re to u se seat belts increases the risk of 
instant death or seriou s inju ry by at least 100 
per cent and of minor inju ry by at least 40 per 
; ' cent. 
Seat belts won’t prev ent all accidents from 
happening. Bu t they do enable the driv er to 
j stay behind the wheel in skids, su dden stops, 
and sideswipes, when his loss of control can 
easily lead to seriou s and often mu ltiple im­ 
pact accidents which cau se one-fifth of all 
highway deaths. And belts keep others from 
being tossed abou t and possibly interfering 
with the driv er’s ability to maintain control. 
In Au stralia, where lengthy stu dies pre­ 
ceded the passage of laws requ iring people to 
u se their seat belts, hospital reports showed 
„that one of ev ery 41 driv ers wearing belts in 
’ accidents su ffered major head and neck in­ 
ju ry , compared to one in 21 among u nbelted 
driv ers. Researchers also fou nd that in minor 
accidents cau sing less than $200 damage, 24.8 
per cent of u nbelted driv ers were inju red 
compared to oily 12.5 per cent of those who 
were wearing belts. 
Ex perience since the passage of mandato­ 
ry seat belt u se laws “down u nder” is ju st as 
conclu siv e. Traffic deaths hav e dropped dra­ 
matically ov er a su stained period by abou t 
one-fifth in all ju risdictions reporting, and it 
is clear that the high rate of compliance with 
the belt law is a major factor. Au stralian offi­ 
cials report no decline in the nu mber of acci­ 
dents, bu t along with the redu ction in deaths, 
hospital admissions for accident v ictims hav e 
dropped off significantly . 
Other stu dies bear ou t these effects. A su r­ 
v ey by the Univ ersity of North Carolina High­ 
way Safety Research Center conclu ded that 
the combination of lap belt u se and energy - 
absorbing steering colu mns redu ces seriou s 
inju ries in accidents by as mu ch as 52 per 
cent.

the U.S. Office of Science and Technology 
earlier this y ear drew from all av ailable ev i­ 
dence the conclu sion that 42 per cent of colli­ 
sion inju ries and fatalities cou ld be mitigated 
if 80 per cent of all v ehicle occu pants can be 
indu ced by warnings, interlock sy stems, or by 
law to fasten their lap and shou lder har­ 
nesses. 
In fact, there is no one familiar with the 
data who argu es against the proposition that 
seat belts sav e liv es and redu ce inju ries. The 


American Association for Au tomotiv e Medi­ 
cine and the American Medical Association’s 
Committee on Medical Aspects of Au tomotiv e 
Safety hav e both recommended that all v ehi­ 
cle occu pants wear belts at all times. 
The National Safety Cou ncil and the 
American Safety Belt Cou ncil believ e that 
belt u se is so important that it shou ld be re­ 
qu ired by law, a v iew drawing increasing 
su pport from traffic safety specialists and 
concerned citizens’ grou ps. The National Au - 


tomobile Association, Ford, General Motors, 
Chry sler, Nationwide Insu rance, and Allstate 
Insu rance are among the major organizations 
adv ocating su ch laws. The American Au to­ 
mobile Association, while stopping short of 
endorsing seat belt laws, has recently gone on 
record in fav or of 100 per cent u se of belts by 
all v ehicle occu pants. 
Brookly n, Ohio, has a seat belt ordinance 
which it has enforced since 1966. The gov er­ 
nor of Lou isiana requ ires all state employ es 
u sing official cars to wear seat belts. The 
may or of Jacksonv ille, Fla., has mandated 
the u se of belts by all city employ es. 
The trend is clear. As highway deaths and 
inju ries take an increasing toll of hu man and 
material resou rces, safety becomes a societal 
concern rather than an indiv idu al matter. 
The U.S. Department of Transportation esti­ 
mates that each accident fatality resu lts in a 
loss of $200,000 and each inju ry resu lting in 
permanent total disability costs $260,000. This 
enormou s drain, qu ite apart from the shat­ 
tered liv es and the helpless grief of su rv iv ors, 
affects u s all, either directly or indirectly . 
The ov erall economic impact on society , say s 
DOT, amou nts to $46 billion annu ally . 
Recognizing society ’s stake in protecting 
v ehicle occu pants, the Federal agency 
charged with the responsibility for highway 
safety is considering ex pensiv e and complex 
sy stems that will restrain driv ers and passen­ 
gers au tomatically in su dden stops and colli­ 
sions. The air bag, the air belt, and v ariou s 
other ty pes of passiv e restraints are u nder in­ 
tensiv e scru tiny now, both in gov ernment and 
indu strial testing centers. Bu t wide applica­ 
tion of these dev ices are y ears away , and 
their reliability needs mu ch more ex tensiv e 
certification than is presently av ailable. 
In the meantime, the simple u npretentiou s 
seat belt lay s u nu sed in probably fou r of ev ery 
fiv e cars on the road. Bu t any one knowing its 
great insu rance v alu e will not hesitate to u se 
it and u se it religiou sly . The following qu ote 
from the U.S. Department of Transporta­ 
tion’s 1972 Au tomobile Safety Belt Fact Book 
presents the case su ccinctly : 
“If y ou cou ld get ev ery driv er and ev ery 
passenger in ev ery motor v ehicle in the U.S. 
to u se safety belts, y ou wou ld be responsible 
for sav ing 10,000 to 20,000 liv es, lessening the 
hardships of more than 2,000,000 personal in­ 
ju ries, redu cing wage losses of ov er three-bil­ 
lion dollars and medical ex penses of arou nd 
one-billion dollars and possibly , redu cing the 
nu mber of accidents, ev ery y ear.”

NEW YORK (AP) - We liv e 
in an age when my ths are ex ­ 
ploded like strings of fire­ 
crackers, u nmindfu l that, be­ 
fore the echo is lost and the de­ 
bris settles, we will hav e dev el­ 
oped another set. 
While a new stereoty pe of wo­ 
men may be forming, for ex ­ 
ample, the old one still is re­ 
membered and, to some ex tent, 
ev en acted ou t by those who 
were brou ght u p in its image. 
This is rev ealed by an inv es­ 
tigation of male-female job atti­ 
tu des and beliefs, made at the 
Univ ersity of Michigan’s In­ 
stitu te for Social Research. 
One conclu sion, reported in 
the ISR Newsletter: “Mu ch of 
the difference in attitu des and 
beliefs can be attribu ted to ear­ 
ly childhood socialization which 
prepares males and females to 
fu lfill different work and family 
roles as adu lts. 
“Bu t, additional social forces 
which act on men and women 
workers later in life, su ch as 
edu cational and professional 
training or the demands of the 
job itself, hav e some influ ence 
on job-related attitu des.” 
For the most part, howev er, 
the stereoty pes were destroy ed 


by facts. Among the ster­ 
eoty pes : 
—“American women work 
ju st for pin money .’.. The as­ 
su mption is that they are su p­ 
ported economically by men. 
Bu t, say the researchers, the 
data prov e it wrong. 


“Two ou t of ev ery fiv e wor­ 
king women cou ld not be re­ 
garded as economically depend­ 
ent on a male wage earner, be 
he either a hu sband or a father. 
A third of the women in the 
sample were the sole wage ear­ 
ners....” 


—‘ ‘Women are less concerned 
than men with getting ahead in 
their jobs.” The researchers 
fou nd “no difference between 
men and women in terms of the 
importance they attached to 
hav ing a job where the chances 
for promotion are good.” 
Howev er, there is a differ­ 
ence, probably the resu lt of 
conditioning.

..A panel on law enforcement 
ty fis mod erated by Frances 
Reev erts, Lee County Ex ten­ 
sion ad v iser. John Moore, re­ 
gional d irector of the Northwest 
Illinois Criminal Justice Com­ 
mission (NICJC), told of a po- 
lijfje management stud y now un­ 
d erway to stud y record -k eep­ 
ing, purchases and training 
need s. Illinois has $28 million 
from Fed eral Law Enforce­ 
ment fund s for the current fis­ 
cal y ear. 
Sheriff Jerry Brook s of Ogle 
County ex plained a two-y ear- 
old work release program, part 
of their rehabilitation efforts in 
the county . Stephenson County 
also has been activ e in work -re- 
lease programs. Besid es pro- 


welfare, prisoners who tak e 
d ay -time jobs gain a purpose in 
life which carries them into 
their post-prison period . Ogle 
County also has obtained fund s 
to hire teachers for prisoners 
who wish to earn their high 
school d iploma. 
Charles Dunphy , a member 
of the Lee County Board , told 
how the county and city of Dix ­ 
on cooperated in bu ild in g their 
joint jail facilities. They hav e 55 
cells av ailable with an av erage 
d aily occupancy of 10 prisoners. 
The facility was built by the 
county and the d ty pay s an an­ 
nual rental fee. 
George Lamb, associate d i­ 
rector of the NICJC, ex plained 
that their office is now fund ing 
multi-county programs only . 
They are no longer prov id ing 
grants for jail construction. 
They encourage small towns to 
contract for police protection 
from the sheriff’s d epartment 


in the county instead of main­ 
taining their own force. 
The second topic was a panel 
on the v alue of county wid e 
land fills. George Swallow, Jo- 
Dav iess County Ex tension ad ­ 
v iser, acted as mod erator. 
May or Mark McLeRoy of 
Freeport told of his d ifficulty in 
find ing a site satisfactory to the 
Env ironmental 
Protection 
Agency . Nineteen acres of the 
County Farm were finally ob­ 
tained from the County Board 
for $1 and the land fill was 
opened to all county resid ents 
in October, 1971. The city spent 
$10,000 to land scape the site. 
Materials brought by cars or 
station wagons are free but oth­ 
ers pay , with pack er truck s be­ 
ing charged 50 cents a cubic 
y ard . 
The operation of the White­ 
sid e County land fill at their 
county farm was d iscussed by 
James Schoenhard , County 
Public Work s ad ministrator. 
They hav e operated since 1969 


and used 14 acres in the four- 
y ear period . Each town con­ 
tributed $1 per capita to prov id e 
fund s for equipment. The land ­ 
fill is self-supporting and has an 
income of $1,800 a week . Cars 
are charged $1 and pack er 
truck s pay 70 cents a cubic 
y ard . 
The final speak er was Larry 
Hard in, env ironmental scien­ 
tist with the Institute of Env i­ 
ronmental Quality . He told that 
each person generates one ton 
of solid waste a y ear. The most 
economical land fill hand les at 
least 100,000 people. He men­ 
tioned Chilton County , Ala., and 
Lawrence County , Ind ., where 
collection box es are located 
strategically around the county 
which are emptied twice a 
week . St. Louis is work ing with 
Union Election Company using 
pulv erized trash as a fuel in 
mak ing electricity . Hard in 
feels that counties must ev entu­ 
ally regionalize and d ev elop 
area land fills. 
Self-basting birds 
preferred by many 


With the turk ey season fast 
appearing, sales ind icate that 
many consumers prefer self­ 
basting bird s. In fact, about 
one-third of the nation’s turk ey 
crop last y ear was processed 
and mark eted as self-basters. 
Such turk ey s are usually U.S. 
Grad e A bird s— the best of the 
flock . Processors inject them 
with a limited amount—3 per 
cent— of basting solution that is 
later released throughout the 
meat as the bird is roasting. 
Many consumers agree that the 
process improv es poultry tex ­ 
ture and flav or. 
The basting solutions range 
from straight butter to mix ­ 
tures of oil and water in v arious 
proportions. Oils used are those 
normally found in margarine, 
such as cottonseed , soy , coco­ 
nut or corn oil. Basting solu­ 
tions may also contain turk ey 
broth, plus ad d ed flav oring and 
a preserv ing ingred ient and an­ 


tiox id ants approv ed und er 
regulations for fed erally in­ 
spected turk ey s. Read the label 
carefully when y ou shop so y ou 
k now what ad d itiv es y ou are 
buy ing. 
The USDA points out that 
while self-basting turk ey s may 
be more tend er and flav orful, 
they may also cost more. The 
percentage of basting material 
also means that the unbasted 
bird would weigh that much 
less. You need to d ecid e if y ou 
want to pay the ex tra price for 
the conv enience feature. 
Check the name when select­ 
ing y our holid ay turk ey . It’s 
y our clue to tend erness because 
the name d epend s on the age of 
the bird . Young Tom, Young 
Turk ey , and Young Hen ind i­ 
cates a tend er-meated bird six 
months old or less. Broiler or 
fry er is also a tend er turk ey , 
ev en y ounger than the “y oung” 
labeled bird s.

Last week we talk ed about 
soils and the need for testing. 
Now let’s tak e a look at the tests 
themselv es. 
Any chemical soil test should 
includ e an analy sis of soil pH, 
sometimes called a “soil reac­ 
tion” test. 
This analy sis 
d etermines whether soil is acid 
or alk aline. The pH of y our soil 
is important because the acid 
alk aline balance regulates the 
release of plant nutrients. For 
ex ample, the more alk aline a 
soil 
is, 
the 
less 
boron, 
manganese, iron or zinc will be 
mad e av ailable as 
plant 
nutrients. Crops that are grown 
on strongly acid soils may also 
be poisoned by ex cess iron, 
aluminum or manganese. 
For most soils, the id eal pH 
lev el is 6.5 to 6.9. There are 
some weak ly buffered sand y 
soils where the id eal pH may be 
6.0 to 6.5, while on peat or 
highly organic soils the id eal pH 
is around 5.6. We k now that if 
soil is limed to the d esirable pH, 
-44—will be capable of supply ing 
sufficient calcium of supply ing 
sufficient 
calcium 
and 
magnesium for plant growth. 
Soil bacteria essential in 
break ing d own plant resid ues 
and 
ox id izing 
nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and sulfur to forms 
read ily av ailable to the plant 
prefer a soil pH in the 6.5 range. 
The bacteria responsible for 
fix ation of nitrogen from the 
atmosphere by legume plants 
such as alfalfa prefer a neutral 
or near-neutral pH. You can see 
from these facts that the soil re­ 
action test is all important. 
In ad d ition to testing for pH, 
the 
soil 
analy sis 
should 
d etermine the lev el of av ailable 
phosphorous, ex changeable 
po t a s s i um , 
c a l c i um , 
magnesium, hy d rogen, and 
organic matter. 
If the /cation 
ex change 
capacity of the 'soil is not 
k nown, the analy sis should 
includ e this d etermination, 
ex pressed in mill-equiv alents 
per 100 grams of soil. Those of 
y ou who liv e in states where 
this information is catalogued 
are fortunate, for y ou can ob­ 
tain it-through y our local ex ­ 
tension offices. This charac­ 
teristic is d irectly correlated 
with the clay and organic 
matter of the soil. 
Cation ex change capacity 
(CEC) simply means the soil’s 
ability or capacity to ex change 
plant nutrients such as potas­ 
sium, calcium, magnesium, as 
well as sod ium—which con­ 
tributes to d lk alinity —and hy ­ 


d rogen—which 
mak es 
for 
acid ity . 
The CEC of the soil is second 
in importance only to soil pH in 
planning the proper fertilizing 
program. The agronomist who 
is ad v ising y ou can use the ca­ 
tion ex change capacity v alue to 
more accurately estimate the 
prod uctiv ity for y our soil. 
Soils with a low CEC—less 
than 10-are coarse-tex tured , 
low in organic matter, and 
usually hav e relativ ely low 
moisture-hold ing 
capacity . 
Normally , soils that are low in 
this characteristic are less 
prod uctiv e unless they are 
irrigated or are located in an 
area of high rainfall. 
Prov id ed d rainage is good 
and rainfall ad equate, more 
prod uctiv e soils will hav e a 
CEC in the 20 to 30 range. This 
characteristic will hav e a 
d efinite bearing on the amount 
of limestone 
required 
to 
neutralize the soil if it is acid , 
as well as strongly influencing 
the action of some herbicid es. 
From a practical stand point, 
y ou can d o little to change y our 
soil’s CEC. But it is important 
to be aware of what it is nev er­ 
theless. The impossibility 
of 
controlling or changing this 
important soil characteristic 
has tempted many agronomists 
to ignore it when cond ucting 
soil analy ses. 
This is a serious ov ersight. 
Planning a complete fertility 
program and crop prod uction 
practice when ignorant of CEC 
is almost as serious as a liv e­ 
stock breed er using an “un­ 
prov en” sire in his herd . Sooner 
or later this factor has to be 
consid ered if y ou are to fully 
und erstand the nature of y our 
soil and plan method s of opera­ 
tion that will prod uce the most 
profitable y ield s. 
Other tests that may be re­ 
quired to giv e a true picture of 
the soil on y our farm are 
analy ses for concentrations of 
micro-nutrients such as zinc, 
boron, 
iron, 
copper, 
or 
manganese. It’s also important 
to test for soluble sulfur in soils 
low in orga .ic matter or soils 
from areas suspected to be 
sulfur d eficient. 
If y our area in k nown to be 
low in micro-nutrients, y ou 
may d ecid e to ad d supplements 
without cond ucting a test. 
Occasionally , 
the 
micro- 
nutrient soil test may be 
recommend ed 
after 
the 
laboratory has run analy ses for 
pH and the major elements. 
Also, the results of plant tissue 
analy sis may suggest the need 
for micro-nutrient soil tests.

Woman earns mas ter's 
degree at age of 8 6 


RIVER FALLS, Wis. (AP) - 
Grace Pilgrim Blo o m, 8 6, sat in 
her wheelchair Sunday , clutch­ 
ing her new master’s degree 
fro m the Univ ersity o f Wisco n- 
sin-Riv er Falls. 
“ I do n’t kno w what the fuss 
is abo ut,” said the silv er-haired 
wo man who fo r the past fo ur 
y ears had co mmuted fro m her 
ho me in Osceo la, Wis., to the 
univ ersity campus 40 miles 
away . 
” 1 did it because I wanted 
to ,” she said, adding that she 
was no t tiring fro m the ex ­ 
citement o f being o ne o f the 
o ldest wo men to earn such a 
high degree. 
Sunday was Mrs. Blo o m’s 
co mmencement, 
her 
seco nd 
co mmencement since the day 
in 1906 when she walked o ff the 
stage with a B.A. in histo ry 
also fro m the Univ ersity o f 
Wisco nsin. 
But this time, Mrs. Blo o m 
was special amo ng the 61 mas­ 
ters’ recipients o f the 27 5 grad­ 
uates. 
She was being graduated de­ 
spite failing ey esight. And she 
was in the wheelchair because 
the ceremo ny was o nly a break 


between ho spital stay s fo r a 
blo o d co nditio n. 
‘‘I do n’t hav e eno ugh blo o d,” 
she to ld friends. “ But I’v e nev ­ 
er felt so stro ng.” 
The 
first 
thing 
o n 
Mrs. 
Blo o m’s po st-graduate agenda 
is to ex pand her thesis o n the 
histo ry o f Osceo la, po ssibly fo r 
publicatio n. 
The thesis is part o f a histo ry 
o f the St. Cro ix Valley that she 
has been wo rking o n and re­ 
searching fro m the files o f the 
Po lk Co unty Press, the first pa­ 
per published in the v alley . 


And then, Mrs. Blo o m said 
she wo uld like to return to 
teaching English which she 
taught at Osceo la High Scho o l 
befo re her marriage in 1912. 
“ The challenge is to teach,” 
she said. “ I’d like to make use 
o f my studies.” 


A y ear ago she had 
a 
teaching o ffer fro m the o ldest 
junio r co llege in the natio n at 
J o liet, 111., to the “ o ldest gradu­ 
ate.” But she said the o ffer was 
premature. 


She also intends to finish a 
bo o k she has been wo rking o n 


entitled, “ Fifty Years With a 
Co untry Edito r.” The bo o k is a 
perso nal acco unt o f the y ears 
she and her husband, Olo f 
Blo o m, o wned and edited the 
New Richmo nd and Osceo la 
weekly newspapers. 
He died in 1965 .

NEW YORK (N E A )- Henry 
Kissinger was a co llege re­ 
searcher, Madame Nguy en Thi 
Binh a ho usewife, Le Due Tho 
generally unkno wn—and Rich­ 
ard Nix o n practiced law in 
Manhattan. In the autumn o f 
1965 , when the United States be­ 
gan in earnest to go to war 
again, all was different in Viet­ 
nam. It was a new ex periment. 
“ Co nceiv ed in liberty ,” as the 
planners put it. The facts were 
clear: America was helping a 
friend. 
The autumn o f ’65 . U.S. in­ 
v o lv ement in So utheast Asia 
was already 15 y ears o ld, tro o p 
strength in Vietnam alo ne was 
mo re than 125 ,000, so me 25 -30 
names were reco rded o n the 
weekly casualty lists—but o nly 
a few back ho me wo ndered 
why . 


It was a different day , a dif­ 
ferent wo rld. Tho se who pro ­ 
tested alway s wo re sandals and 
needed their to enails cut. The 
idea, after all, was to defend 
demo cracy . And Americans set 
abo ut it with patrio tic unity , if 
no t much actual interest. 
I made the first o f six trips to 
the co mbat zo ne in the autumn 
o f 1965 . 
“ Where are y o u go ing? ” a 
friend asked. 
“ Vietnam,” I replied. 
“ What fo r? ” 
“ The war.” 
“ Lucky y o u. I sure wo uld like 
to trav el.” 
But if the ho mefo lks were na­ 
iv e, so were many o f us, news­ 
men and GI’s, at the fro nt. 
There was no fro nt, but we had 
to say the fro nt in the autumn o f 
’65 , because that’s the way past 
wars had been described and* 
to o few o f us had the perceptio n 
to v iew this much differently . It 
was, no do ubt, Wo rld War II all 
o v er. Right v s. wro ng. Go o d v s. 
ev il. 
“ I am here,” ex plained 21- 
y ear-o ld Pfc. Haro ld Pruitt, o f 
Salem, Va., in Octo ber o f that 
y ear, “ to co ntain the enemy . I 
think so metimes the American 
peo ple fo rget that. But if we 
do n’t sto p them here, we’ll be 
fighting them nex t in Califo rnia 
o r New Yo rk.” He said it pro ud­ 


ly . I wro te it the same. Within 
two mo nths mo re than 5 0,000 
read ers respo nded with letters, 
to “ Any GI in Vietnam,” as­ 
sertin g that a believ ing Ameri­ 
ca h ad n ’t 
really fo rgo tten. 
In d eed , it was difficult to 
th in k o therwise but patrio tical­ 
ly th en . Especially fo r tho se o n 
th e scen e. In war, ev en debata­ 
b le war, it’s Us v s. Them fo r the 
p articip an ts. When friends die, 
wh o ev er do es the killing is the 
en emy and nev er mind the phil­ 
o so p h ical 
arguments. 
I remember Milto n Oliv e, as 
ex amp le. “ A nice lad, 18 y ears 
o ld , fro m Chicago . Carried a 
Bib le, he did, and read it. One 
d ay o n 
patro l with a unit o f the 
17 3 rd 
Airbo rne Brigade, he and 
sev eral o thers had clustered in 
a g ro u p during a firefight. A 
h an d grenade was to ssed in be­ 
tween them. Ev ery bo dy scat­ 
tered ex cept Milt Oliv e. He 
g rab b ed 
the grenade and pulled 
it in to his sto mach. He was nev ­ 
er to read the Bible again. And 
n o b o d y 
who was there, no bo dy 
wh o knew him, co uld hav e any ­ 
th in g ex cept co ndemnatio n fo r 
th e sid e that co mmitted the 
mu rd er.” 
There were, o f co urse, hun­ 
d red s o f o ther Milt Oliv es in the 
autumn o f ’65 . And regardless 
o f o ne’s v iews o n the mo rality 
o f the situatio n, there can be no 
deny ing tho se peo ple had a spe­ 
cial fo rtitude fighting as they 
were in the unpo pular co nflict, 
fo rgo tten as they were by mo st 
ev ery bo dy but their o wn fami­ 
ly . Again, no t many sto pped to 
co nsider who the so ldiers 
(mo stly ) were. Eighteen-, 19-, 
20-y ear-o ld kids fro m middle 
class do wn. Kids who didn’t 
h av e the mo ney to buy their 
way o ut o f the war v ia co llege. 
Kids so wo v en into the fabric o f 
their natio n that they did no t, at 


the time, hav e the cheek to o b­ 
ject. Kids. That’s so mething 
else ridiculo us. We called them 
kids, o r bo y s. Like hell they 
were. They were y o ung men. 
And I shall alway s believ e 
they deserv ed better than they 
go t. 
There was the o ne fro m 
Clev eland, who had his legs 
blo wn o ff by a land mine, and 
who died befo re he receiv ed the 
Dear J o hn letter fro m a girl 
who did no t want a cripple. 
There was Terry Hinso n, fro m 
Tex as, who jo ined the Army at 
16, killed his first man at 17, 
then became part o f the reaso n 
fo r an age limit requirement in 
So utheast Asia. There was Ev ­ 
erett Go ias, San Francisco , a 
jo lly so rt who friends said 
didn’t hav e any enemy in the 
wo rld, ex cept o ne—the fello w 
who sho t him sev en times o ne 
No v ember afterno o n and killed 
him. 
And there was the man, I 
do n’t kno w if he was ev er iden­ 
tified, who m we fo und o ne time 
pro pped up against an anthill, 
co o king in the sun; all the flesh 
had been stripped fro m the up­ 
per part o f his bo dy , all his 
teeth had been kno cked o ut, all 
his fingernails cut o ff; there 
were no bullet ho les in the 
co rpse and speculatio n was it 
to o k him day s to ex pire. 
Seeing these men, dead like 
that, I suppo se, was an argu­ 
ment suppo rting the ethical 
apathy o f the time. Seeing them 
nightly , in newspapers, o n tele­ 
v isio n, it is no wo nder the public 


did no t pro test when escalatio n 
after escalatio n was anno unced 
in the autumn o f ’65 . The o rigi­ 
nal war purpo se, helping a 
friend, was already giv ing way 
to the ultimate cause, pro tect­ 
ing o ur peo ple. 
And this in turn gav e rise to a 
rare pheno meno n m the pursuit 
o f co mbat; the United States 
began to blame the So uth Viet­ 
namese fo r the predicament, 
the o bv io usly deepening dilem­ 
ma, and in time began to hate 
its allies as much o r mo re than 
its enemy . So ldiers arriv ing in 
Saigo n, late in 1965 , had learned 
fro m the so ldiers who had go ne 
befo re that the natio n co nsisted 
o f who res, grafters, and shrimp 
so ldiers who slept o n guard 
duty . Rare was the man in 
American unifo rm here who 
had any thing but co ntempt fo r 
the “ go o ks.” 
So me o f this co ntempt, to be 
sure, was legitimate. By late 
1965 , mo st So uth Vietnamese 
cities o f any size were hav ens 
fo r draft do dgers (estimates go 
up to a quarter millio n), mili­ 
tary deserters )at o ne perio d in 
the war 90,000 So uth Vietna­ 
mese so ldiers ran away fro m 
their units each mo nth), and 
cro o ked merchants. In Cu Chi, 
fo r instance, GI’s fro m the 25 th 


Div isio n used to pay 
$10 fo r a 
sure case o f VD, $2 fo r tax i 
rides that fo rmerly co st a few 
pennies, and 10 times the pro p­ 
er amo unt fo r ice blo cks that in­ 
v ariably melted in half by the 
time they were carried to 
camp. 
Often, the so ldiers were mo re 
than cheated by the allies, they 
were v ictimized, to o . When the 
First Air Cav alry set up sho p 
o utside An Khe, in September 
o f 1965 , tro o pers were fo rbidden 
entrance into the v illage, 
“ We’v e fo und things like 
gro und up glass in the Co kes,” 
ex plained a Div isio n o fficer.
